U. S. CONSULAR AGENT ESCAPES FROM 
BANDITS, WOUNDED 1NDASHFORLIBERTY 


(By the Associated Press) 


Sagua La Grande, Cuba, July 29.— 


Eugene Jova, acting American con- 
sular agent, captured by bandits and 
held for $20,000 ransom, escaped yes- 
terday, but was badly wounued as he 
made his break for liberty. 
There 


were five'dagger wounds in the young 
man's body when he was iound to- 
day in a ranch h,ouse in which he 
had sought shelter, but he was able 
to give the authorities information 
which was expected to lead to the 
capture of the bandits, 


At a hospual lo which Jova was 


hurried for treatment, he told the 
police of his capture Thursday by 


four bandits, one of whom had stop- 
ped him earlier on the road and ask- 
ed for a ride in his car. 
Securely 


bound he was marched to the hilly 
region and kept under close guard 
while his captors sent a messenger 
to Sagua to demand the ransom. 
•Fearing rural guards the 
bandits 


started to march further into the 
hill country yesterday. 


As they started away Jova said he 


managed to loosen his bonds, seized 
a stone, felling the bandit ahead of 
hint?

During 1921 the creamery had 352 patrons, 11 drew more than $1,500 


in cash from the -creamery, and there were 52 patrons who drew in casit 
more than $1,000 each. -The shipments of hogs, live stock, poultry and 
eggs from the little village amounted to moje than a half million dollars 
more.
